So what happens if sofneone gett killed or 
in/ured by a computer foul up^ Well, under die 
Consumer PitrieOion Aa which tums into force 
bst'wUrch, the victim's family stands a much 
bMtf chance of claiming rnnrpensalion from 
the SOAware company responsible. Ronald 
iiobertson of the company law specialists 
Stephen Harwood says ' vtctims won't have to 
establish fault, they only have to prove a causal 
link between the injury suffered and a defect in 
the product'. But certain foik don't bother with 
the law. In the USA, one woman walked into the 
nerve centre of a Trident missile target! ng system 
afKJ smashed it lu bits with a hammer. We must 
not applaud acts of viok^ce, but some people 
seem to think that we should kill computers
